Chicago, 
Aug. 
30.—The 
United 
States government, in a sense, has de- 
cided to take a hand in the direction 
o£ colleges, universities, high schools 
and even grammar schools for the 
duration of the war, it was announced 
here today. 
Such action la without 


precedent in any nation. 
Plans will be made this week 
at 
Fort Sheridan, when representatives 
of all the colleges and universities in 
the middle west will confer with army 
chiefs over Saturday and Sunday. 
The result of the announcement is 
that any boy, eighteen years old or 
more who has the physical and men- 
tal requirements, may go to any uni- 
versity or college, east or west, and 
get his tuition and subsistence, from 
the government. 
It also is understood that the cur- 
riculums of. the various schools are 
to be militarized to a considerable ex- 
tent and that one of the objects of the 
step is to sift the young men of the 
nation with a view-of selecting those 
best fitted for training to become army 
officers.

The first steps on the American ad- 
vance were taken yesterday. At that 
time the Germans held an important 
salient extending between Juvigny and 
Chavigriy. General Petain wished this 
salient wiped out and entrusted the 
operation ito the Americans incorpor- 
ated in General Mangin's shock army. 


Artillery Active • 
French artillerymen previous!'- had 
shelled the German 
positions 
dally 
for some time. Just before daybreak 
high explosive. 
shrapnel 
and 
gas 
shells were hurled at the enemy, to- 
gether with a few cylinders ot arti- 
ficial fog to screen the advance of the 
Americans. 
Only K. small amount of gas was 
sent over, just enough to 
lead 
the 
Germans to believe that there would 
be no infantry attack, as attacking 
troops aro rarely sent through a gass- 
ed area. 
The Germans just put on their gas 
masks and waited in their dugouts. 
Then all the French batteries opened 
up with high explosives, shrapnel and 
smoke cylinders, but this tiine no gas 
was intermingled. 
Suprlse Attack 
When the enemy felt the bombard- 
ment and saw the smoke screen they 
thought it was merely another feint 
like the first.

For the school year of 3 01S and 1910. eight hours per week school 


attendance is required of all young- people, working under permits. 


JCight hours per week at the Vocatior.ij.1 school is also required of 


boys and girls between fourteen and seventeen years of age no.t working 
un'der permit and not attending a six hour a day school. 


There will be school Saturday afternoon for both boys and girls be- 


tween fourteen and sixteen years of agre, who work under permit and con 
not work Saturday afternoon. 


For academic work the young people are divided into two general 


classes: those in the eighth grade and above and those in 
the

^'''''''X^ovor'one-'half of the boys andand girls of the city who are work- 
ing under permit were either in or had just finished the eighth grade, 
that grade is made the basis of classification.
